Siincor Energy 
nixes tronbled 
Voyagenr project 


Oilsands upgrader. 

Cancellation comes as 
company's concerns 
rise with the costs 


Suncor Energy announced 
Wednesday it was not going 
ahead with its troubled Voya- 
geur oilsands upgrader project. 

Suncor chief executive 
Steve Williams said market 
conditions have changed sig¬ 
nificantly, challenging the eco¬ 
nomics of the project. 

“That’s why we undertook 
a thorough review of the pro¬ 
ject to determine whether it 
met our criteria for long-term, 
profitable growth,” Wilhams 
said in a statement. 

“This decision is in line 
with our commitment to cap¬ 
ital disciphne and our stated 
plan to allocate capital with 


priority given to developing 
higher-return growth projects 
and accelerating the return of 
cash to shareholders through 
dividends and share buy¬ 
backs.” 

The Voyagenr upgrader was 
part of a joint venture Suncor 
inked with Total E&P Canada 
Ltd. just more than two years 
ago. 

Suncor said Wednesday it 
has acquired the French com¬ 
pany’s interest in the up^ader 
for $515 milhon to gain hill 
control over the partnerships 
assets. 

“Among other things, we 
will now be able to exclusively 
utihze the partnership assets 
to continue driving value from 
our base business and to sup¬ 
port our profitable oil sands 
growth,” Wilhams said. 

A hood of light oil from 
places hke North Dakota has 
changed the market in re¬ 


cent years and tilted the field 
against the massive mulhbil- 
hon-dollar upgrader project 
that would have transformed 
heavy crude into a similar 
product. 

Suncor took a $1.49-billion 
writedown on Voyagenr in the 
fourth quarter of 2012. 

The company said it will 
take a charge to its first quarter 
net income and cash how from 
operations of approximately 
$140 million and $180 million 
respectively as a result of the 
decision. 

Suncor is one of the lar¬ 
gest operators in the oilsands, 
with huge mining operahons 
north of Fort McMurray, a 12 
per cent interest in the Syn¬ 
crude Canada Ltd. mine, a 41 
per cent stake in the yet-to- 
be-developed Fort Hills mine 
and steam-driven operations at 
Firebag and Mackay River.

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Smog alert. Air quality in Edmonton poor 


Air quality in the Capital Re¬ 
gion will be on the poor side of 
the scale for the next few days, 
as a weather system is trapping 
polluted air near the ground. 

The Air Quahty Health 
Index was at a seven out of 
10 on Wednesday afternoon, 
which is on the high risk side 
of the scale. 

Beth Nanni, an environ¬ 
mental program speciahst 
with the Lung Association of 
Alberta, said because of the 
current weather an inversion 
effect is taking place, trapping 
pollutants near the surface. 


“There is a layer of cool air 
at the surface that gets trapped 
under a layer of warm air above 
it,” she said. “The pollutants 
from trafiic and things hke that 
are just able to build up.” 

Children, the elderly and 
people with lung conditions 
are all being advised to reduce 
or reschedule activities today, 
but Nanni said even people in 
good health should take pre¬ 
cautions. 

“If you are doing any strenu¬ 
ous outdoor activity, you really 
want to be aware of the air

More than 160 fraud, theft 
charges laid against suspect

Police are warning Edmonton¬ 
ians to lock their car doors 
after a man was allegedly 
found with documents from 
approximately 120 individuals 
and businesses. 

After a “complex and 
lengthy” investigation, police 
have charged a 27-year-old 
with more than 160 fraud and 
theft charges in connection to 
the case. 

“Those days of where you 
used to leave your vehicle un¬ 
locked and with all your per¬ 
sonal items inside ... are gone,” 
said Edmonton police Det. Rob 
Chan on Wednesday. 


The suspect was allegedly 
found with a number of forged 
documents including birth 
certificates, driver’s licences, 
health care cards, marriage 
certificates, passports and 
credit cards. 

Chan said the stolen iden¬ 
tification included documents 
from businesses and individ¬ 
uals from Alberta, Ontario, 
Newfoundland and Saskatch¬ 
ewan. 

“There could be a lot of vic¬ 
tims out there that we don’t 
know,” he said. 

Nathan David Crone, who 
is reported to have used as 
many as 22 aliases, is facing 
charges including possession 
of a controlled substance, 
possession of stolen property 
under $5,000, possession of 
the instruments for counter¬ 
feiting, possession of the in¬ 
struments for forgeiy, forgeiy, 
possession of a stolen credit 
card, intent to obtain property, 
and obtaining and possessing 
identity information. 


Backbencher speaks out 


‘Can’t discipline 
an eighth of 
the caucus’ 

An Edmonton MP is among 
those speaking out after a 
controversial private mem¬ 
bers’ motion was scuttled 
before reaching the House 
of Commons. 

The motion, introduced 
by Mark Warawa, would 
have asked the house to 
vote on condemning the 
practice of sex-selective 
abortion. A commons 
committee studies motions 
before parhament votes and 
the libraiy of Parhament 
conducts an analysis, which 
found there was no reason 
the motion couldn’t go 
forward. 

The motion was then 
scuttled anyways, which Ed- 
monton-St. Albert MP Brent 
Rathgeber said was shock¬ 
ing and unprecedented. 
“These are the prerogatives 
of backbench members, 
some of the few rights that 
we have,” he said. 

Warawa was also turned 
down when he tried to 
speak on the issue during 
member statements in the 
House of Commons and 
appealed the issue before 
a commons committee 
Wednesday. 

Rathgeber said the issue 
of abortion is obviously con¬ 
tentious, but that shouldn’t 
stop members from being 
able to talk about it. 

He said a caucus revolt 
among Conservatives is 
not happening, but they 
do expect the government 
to recognize their rights as 
parhamentarians. He said 
with about 20 members 
speaking out, he doesn’t 
expect the government will 
come down hard on them.

“It (the red square) just 
symbolizes those who disagree 
with these cuts to post-second- 
aiy,” Kelly said. 

Third-year University of Al¬ 
berta student Arun Thomas said 
while he wasn’t entirely sure 
about the red square’s liistoiy 
and context, he proudly wears 
one to support CAPSE. “1 just 
know that this is currently a 
sign, so to speak, of the support 
for the movement,” he said. 

Kelly said while he’d love to 
see Albertan students protest in 
the same way Quebec students 
did last year, he thinks it’s rm- 
likely.

Calgary mom told police she gave birth into a toilet

A Calgary mother facing accus¬ 
ations that she put her new¬ 
born baby in a garbage bag 
and tossed him into a trash bin 
tearfully told police she deliv¬ 
ered the child into a toilet and 
thought the tiny boy was dead. 

Meredith Borowiec, 31, 
made the comments to Calgary 
pohce during an interview 
taped in October 2010, after 


the baby was rescued from the 
Dumpster by passersby. 

Borowiec is on trial on two 
counts of second-degree mur¬ 
der for the deaths of two other 
newborns in 2008 and 2009. 
Those charges weren’t laid 
until after a child was found 
ahve in the Dumpster in 2010. 

She faces a second trial this 
fall on an attempted-murder 


charge relating to the surviv¬ 
ing child. But the Crown wants 
the baby found in the trash 
ruled as similar-fact evidence 
so it can be used in the murder 
trial, which is being heard by a 
judge without a juiy. 

“1 thought it was dead,” 
said Borowiec in the taped 
interview. “He wasn’t moving. 
He wasn’t making any noise.” 


Borowiec sobbed as she 
told pohce she didn’t know 
she was pregnant before she 
gave birth. She said she woke 
up with severe cramps and as 
they intensified she went to 
the bathroom and stood on 
the toilet. 

“He came out. 1 cut the 
cord,” she said. “1 started cry¬ 
ing and freaking out.” 


Borowiec told investigators 
she took the newborn out of 
the bowl and placed it on a 
towel. She then put the infant 
into the bathroom garbage bag 
and took him downstairs. She 
placed that bag into a kitchen 
garbage bag and dropped 
everything into the Dumpster 
outside.

Conservationists are warning 
that privately funded boun¬ 
ties for killing wolves are 
shifting control over Alberta’s 
wildlife management to spe¬ 
cial interest groups. 

The Alberta Wilderness 
Association has compiled 
data showing that “harvest 
incentives” offered by north¬ 
ern municipal districts and 
hunting and trapping groups 
are encouraging an increas¬ 
ing and unregulated number 
of wolf kills. 

Carolyn Campbell of the 
wilderness association says 
the bounties — which can 
be three times the value of a 
wolf pelt — are an ineffective 
response to the predators and 
represent an old-fashioned 
and unethical approach to 
wildlife. 

“Albertans want a more 
responsible, modern rela¬ 
tionship with wildlife that 
recognizes that wolves have 
a value and shouldn’t just be 
shot on sight,” she said Wed¬ 
nesday. “It’s just unethical, as 
well as it doesn’t address the 
problem of livestock preda¬ 
tion.” 

Starting in about 2010, 
several municipal districts in 
Alberta began offering boun¬ 
ties for wolf carcasses killed 
on private land. Those dis¬ 
tricts now include Big Lakes, 


Clear Hills, Bonnyville, St. 
Paul and Two Hills. 

In addition, two branches 
of the Alberta Fish and Game 
Association and some branch¬ 


es of the Alberta Trappers As¬ 
sociation offer a $300 bounty. 

“Wolf predation on farm 
animals and wild animals 
is increasing at a high rate,” 


said fish and game president 
Gordon Poirier. 

Dwight Rodtka is a recent¬ 
ly retired provincial wildlife 
official and member of the 
Rocky Mountain House Fish 
and Game Association. 

Rodtka said wolves are 
paying the price for prob¬ 
lems rooted elsewhere, espe¬ 
cially in the shrinking habitat 
that industrial development 
leaves for game animals. 

“They’re scapegoating 
wolves,” he said. “Wolves are 
easy to blame.”

DNA decoded 


Pine beetle’s 
secrets exposed 

The days of the moun¬ 
tain pine beetle gnawing 
unchecked through the 
forests of B.C. and north- 
central Alberta could be 
numbered. 

Scientists at the Uni¬ 
versity of British Colum¬ 
bia and the Michael Smith 
Genome Sciences Centre 
have decoded the genome 
of the pest, permitting 
the first crystal-clear look 
at how the little beetle 
wreaks such havoc. 

A study says the 
beetle’s genetic coding 
reveals extreme variations 
among the species — 
more than four times as 
many differences as those 
found among humans.

Defense of Marriage 
Act may soon be dead 


U.S. court drops hints. 

Justices may toss out 
law that prevents gay 
couples from getting 
benefits that go to 
married straights 


The U.S. Supreme Court ap¬ 
peared late Wednesday to be 
on the verge of dropping a 
gay-marriage bombshell. 

It indicated it could strike 
down the law that prevents 
legally married gay couples 
from receiving federal bene¬ 
fits that go to married people. 

After two days of intense 
debate, the court wrapped up 
its arguments. 

And Justice Anthony Ken¬ 
nedy — often the decisive 
vote in a divided court — 
joined the four more liberal 
justices in raising questions 
about the provision of the 
federal Defense of Marriage 
Act that is being challenged 
at the Supreme Court. 

Kennedy said the law ap¬ 
pears to intrude on the power 
of states that recognize same- 
sex marriages. 

Other justices said the 
law creates what Justice Ruth 
Bader Ginsburg called two 
classes of marriage. 

The federal law affects a 
range of benefits available to 
married couples, including 
tax breaks, survivor benefits 



and health insurance. 

Lower federal courts have 
struck down the section of 
the law that defines marriage 
as being between one man 
and one woman. 

President Barack Obama 
declared his support for gay 
marriage in last year’s presi¬ 
dential election campaign. 

Same-sex marriage is legal 
in nine states and the District 
of Columbia, while 12 others 
recognize “civil unions” or 
“domestic partnerships” that 
grant the same benefits with¬ 
out full rights of marriage. 

All the other U.S. states 
ban gay marriage in their 
constitutions.

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Arizona gunfire. 
Documents from 2011 
shooting made public 


Thousands of pages of witness 
accounts, police reports and 
other documents in the inves¬ 
tigation of the Arizona shoot¬ 
ing rampage that wounded 
former Rep. Gabrielle Giffords 
have been made public. 

The documents were 
released Wednesday by the 
Pima Gounty sheriff’s depart¬ 
ment after being kept private 
since the Tucson attack more 
than two years ago. 

The estimated 2,700 
pages of records are from the 
investigation into the January 
2011 shooting at a meet-and- 
greet event outside a grocery 
store that killed six people 
and wounded Giffords and 12 
others. 

The judge in the case had 
prevented authorities from 
releasing the records. But 
he cleared the way after the 



Jared Loughner went on a shooting 
rampage that kilted six and left 
others wounded, including then 
U.S. Rep. Gabrielle Giffords.

Lawyers for Golorado the¬ 
atre-shooting suspect James 
Holmes have offered to have 
him plead guilty and serve 
the rest of his life in prison 
to avoid the death penalty.

Prosecutors had sought 
life sentences for both men

they considered to be Serb 
territory in Bosnia.

mee, and other relatives and 
friends for the first day of 
his trial at a court in the city 
of Vanderbijlpark, south of Jo¬ 
hannesburg. Oscar Pistorius, 
who was charged with mur¬ 
dering his girlfriend on Feb. 
14, was not present and hasn’t 


been seen in pubhc since he 
was granted bail at Pretoria 
Magistrate’s Gourt on Feb. 22. 

His lawyers plan to chal¬ 
lenge his bail restrictions 
on Thursday. Garl’s trial was 
adjourned until next week 
to allow lawyer Kenneth Old- 
wadge, also part of Oscar’s 
defence team, to help prepare 
Oscar’s bail appeal.

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Hunters boycott 
Colorado over 
new gun laws 


Gun control debate. 

Opponents warn that 
new measures will 
make criminals of 
hunters 


Hunters across the U.S. say 
they are boycotting Colorado 
because of recent legislation 
meant to curtail gun violence. 

Colorado last week became 
the first Western U.S. state 
to ratchet back gun rights in 


response to mass shootings 
at a suburban Denver movie 
theatre and an elementaiy 
school in Connecticut. Oppon¬ 
ents warned the gun controls 
would hurt hunters, especially 
an expansion of background- 
check requirements to apply 
to personal and online gun 
sales. 

Republican opponents of 
the new background-check law 
said it would make criminals 
of hunters lending each other 
weapons for weekend hunting 
trips. In response, Democrats 


changed the bill to give people 
a 72-hour grace period to share 
guns without triggering back¬ 
ground-check requirements. 
Republicans then complained 
the bill would imperil week- 
long hunting trips. 

The backlash in Colorado 
comes at a time when critical 
votes next month in Congress 
will determine whether gun 
rights groups can thwart ef¬ 
forts to tighten firearms regu¬ 
lations even after the Con¬ 
necticut massacre.

“Technical differences in¬ 
herent in new technology 
should not determine the 
scope of protection afforded to 
private communications.

sion process. This distinction 
should not take text mes¬ 
sages outside the protection 
to which private communi¬ 
cations are entitled,” Justice 
Abella wrote.

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Gangbusters in Haiti build 
new life for troubled youths

Haiti. Entrepreneurs 
have set out to fix

In Port-au-Prince, losing one’s 
possessions, even one’s life, is 
a daily risk. During my visit, a 
young woman of my acquaint¬ 
ance was mugged. Going to the 
police is not an option. “What 
can they do?” asked her sister. 

Gang violence is a fact of life 
in parts of Haiti’s capital. “The 
perpetrators are armed youths 
aged between 14 and 33,” ex¬ 
plains Peter McNichol, cormtiy 
director for Goncem, an NGO 
that works in the city’s most 
troubled neighbourhoods. “And 
they’re also often the victims. 
There are few employment 
opportunities, and as a result 
some young men embrace vio¬ 
lence.” Since the gangs’ goal is 
usually money, they target rich¬ 
er residents through robberies 
and kidnappings. There are also 
rapes and killings as gangs fight 
for territoiy. 

But for an injection of hope, 
go to the new ofiice construc¬ 
tion site in central Port-au- 
Prince. Eveiy crew member 
here is local, under 30, and 
earns a good income. Without 
these jobs, these men would 
almost certainly be drawn into 
crime. 

“Before this, I had nothing,” 
says 28-year-old carpenter Rony 
Verly, who lives in the rough 
neighbourhood of Dehnas 2. 
“Now, after working here for a 


year. I’m the head of a crew. I’ve 
been able to build a house for 
myself, my wife and lads.” 

The company building the 
high-rise, Arcotec, employs 
130 men at this site and an¬ 
other 200 around the city. 

“Gangs threaten us and 
want money,” explains GEO 
Patrick Figaro as he shows me 
around his projects (driving 
at high speed to avoid being 
shot or carjacked). “I say to the 


gangs, T’m going to train you 
and make you part of society.’” 

“Sixty per cent of our crew 
had never worked before, and 
many are illiterate,” says Glefif 
Eveillard, 29, chief engineer at 
Arcotec’s construction site. 

One of the crew, Donald 
Bien-Aime, 27, has been ap¬ 
prenticing for four months. 
“Now I can support my two 
lads and my extended family 
because nobody else has a job,” 


he tells me. 

In Martissant, Port-au- 
Prince’s largest and most dan¬ 
gerous neighbourhood, former 
Prime Minister Michele Pierre- 
Louis is fighting crime in an¬ 
other novel way: She’s built 
a park, complete with solar- 
powered lights, waterfalls and 
medicinal gardens. 

“In the past, this space was 
ruled by gangs,” she explains as 
she shows me around the stun¬ 
ning park (financed by the EU 
and AFD, the French develop¬ 
ment agency). “They used to 
kidnap people and tiide them 
here. But the poor deserve 
beauty and dignity, too.” 

Thanks to Pierre-Louis’s ef¬ 


forts, Martissant now has regu¬ 
lar garbage collection and even 
access to water. Notes Joseph 
Arioste, a local water engineer 
for the French agency GRET: 
“Before, residents illegally 
burst the pipes to get water. 
Now, with proper access, they 
don’t have to.” 

Arcotec, for its part, has just 
finished the city’s first five-star 
hotel. “Gonstruction in Haiti 
solves so many problems: 
Housing, unemployment and 
security,” reflects Figaro. “It’s 
about getting Haitians to build 
their own countiy. NGOs build 
houses here, but isn’t it bet¬ 
ter to train Haitians to build 
them?”

Haiti’s educated work¬ 
force is hardly exem¬ 
plary: Only one per cent 
of kids finish university, 
while most entrepre¬ 
neurs come from well-to- 
do families who can fund 
them. That’s what we’re 
trying to change with 
Global Shapers. 

Our teachers are 
sent to schools to train 
entrepreneurs. Now, we 
have 20 Shapers (promis¬ 
ing entrepreneurs under 
30). The challenge is that 
they don’t understand 
they’re part of a global 
community. 

Young Haitians need 
exposure to the world, 
but it’s a very time-con¬ 
suming process. They’re 
good at selling things; 
someone even stole the 
pineapples in my garden 
to sell. But they’re not 
good at planning and 
building. They don’t 
see that process around 
them, so it’s hard for 
them to grasp it. 

People are afraid of 
thinking big, and sadly 
entrepreneurs have a bad 
image here.

Management coach takes on crime

With 80 per cent of Haitians 
living below the poverty line, 
management training may 
seem frivolous. But according 
to Lesly Jules, a Port-au-Prince 
entrepreneur and former uni¬ 
versity lecturer, it’s what Haiti 
needs. “Most Haitians believe 
there’s nothing they can do 
about their lot,” he says. “All 
we do is misery management. 
But if we focus on prosper¬ 
ity, we’ll see the resources we 
have.” 

Haiti grows exquisite coffee 
and used to supply the world 
with fruit and sugar. But today 


the fruit goes to waste due to a 
lack of capacity to transport it. 
“We’re a tropical countiy and 
we’re importing juice!” ex¬ 
claims Jules. “What’s missing 
is access to finance. If a com¬ 
pany can’t bookkeep, how can 
you partner with them? The 
good news is that our prob¬ 
lems are nothing compared to 
other countries’ ones. We have 
just one language and one eth¬ 
nicity. Our problem is jobs!” 

Today Haiti’s best jobs are 
with NGOs. But Jules aims to 
change that dependence by 
giving young Haitians manage¬ 


ment training, thereby remov¬ 
ing them from gangs. After the 
training period, his company, 
GSL Gonsulting, places its stu¬ 
dents in internships and pairs 
them with mentors. 

“I tell young Haitians, 
‘Don’t sit and (play) dice and 
dominoes while waiting for 
a job. Start cleaning your sur¬ 
roundings. People will notice 
your leadership potential. And 
we can do our development 
ourselves. We don’t need 
NGOs from North America 
and Europe’.”

A man who killed a Toronto 
police officer with a snowplow 
showed no emotion Wednes¬ 
day when he was found not 
criminally responsible. 

Jurors reached the verdict 
in the trial of Richard Kach- 
kar, 46, in the third day of 
deliberations. 

The verdict means the juiy 
believed Kachkar couldn’t ap¬ 
preciate what he was doing 
when he hit and killed Sgt. 
Ryan Russell, 35, on Jan. 12, 
2011, because he was men¬ 
tally ill. 

People who are found not 
criminally responsible are 
sent to mental health facilities 


for an indeterminate period of 
time and can be released only 
when a review board finds 
they aren’t a significant threat 
to public safety. 

But the judge in the case still 
allowed Russell’s family to de- 
hver victim impact statements. 

Speaking directly to Ka¬ 
chkar, Russell’s father Glenn 
said Kachkar had smashed his 
family into pieces. 

“You have no idea how 
much grief and pain you have 
caused,” he said. “When you 
ran my son down with that 
plow and left him bleeding 
to death in the snow, a large 
part of myself died.” 

The judge had told the juiy 
there was “no doubt” Kachkar 
was driving the stolen snow¬ 
plow, but what the juiy had to 
consider was his mental state. 

The man from St. Gath- 
arines, Ont., drove the plow 
around the city, hitting 
vehicles and crossing into on¬ 
coming traffic.

Syria’s increasingly isolated 
president sent a letter calling 
for help from leaders of five 
nations at an economic meet¬ 
ing Wednesday in South Africa 
to help end his country’s civil 
war. 

Bashar Assad’s appeal to 
Brazil, Russia, India, China and 
South Africa came a day after 
the Arab League endorsed Syr¬ 
ia’s Western-backed opposition 
coalition, allowing it to take 
the countiy’s seat at a summit 
in Doha, Qatar. The move drew 
strong condemnation from Da¬ 
mascus, which warned it will 
take “appropriate measures” 
to defend its sovereignty. 

Attempts to end Syria’s 
two-year-old conflict through 
peaceful means have failed 


to make progress. The oppos¬ 
ition, including the main Syr¬ 
ian National Coahtion, says it 
will accept nothing less than 
Assad’s departure from power 
while Assad’s government has 


vowed to continue the battle 
until the rebel forces — which 
it refers to as terrorists — are 
crushed. 

“This requires a clear inter¬ 
national will to diy up the 


sources of terrorism and stop 
its funding and arming,” Assad 
said in the letter, which was 
carried by Syrian state media 
on Wednesday.

Fleeing Syria. Kenney 
working on plans if asked 
for help with refugee crisis 


Government officials are 
bracing for the possibility 
Canada is asked to take in 
people fleeing the ongoing 
conflict in Syria, Immigration 
Minister Jason Kenney said 
Wednesday. 

But a large-scale resettle¬ 
ment program won’t resolve 
the growing refugee crisis, 
Kenney admitted. 

“We’re talking about mil¬ 
lions of either convention 
refugees or non-registered de 
facto refugees or internally 
displaced persons in Syria,” 
Kenney said after announcing 
the expansion of a resettle¬ 
ment program for Bhutanese 
refugees. 

“And anyone who thinks 
we can just bring people in by 
the tens of thousands doesn’t 
understand the complexity of 
the situation.” 

Kenney has come under 
repeated criticism from 
Syrian-Canadian groups and 
refugee advocates for failing 
to provide a concrete strategy 
for the growing refugee prob¬ 
lem caused by the two-year-

Few know a woman's eggs 
are as old as she is: Study 


Sex and age. UBC study 
suggests that ignorance 
around fertility may be 
contributing to trend of 
delayed childbearing 


Like sands through the hour¬ 
glass, these are the eggs of 
our lives — but chances are 
you didn’t know that. 

A recent UBC study re¬ 
veals that more than half 
of women and 66 per cent 
of men don’t realize that 
women never produce more 
eggs, and men’s particular 
lack of knowledge about fer¬ 
tility may be contributing 
to the delayed childbearing 
trend. 

UBC counseling psych¬ 
ology professor Judith 
Daniluk said her findings 
are troubling, as the birth 
rate for women over 40 has 
more than tripled in the last 
10 years and the average age 


a Canadian woman has her 
first child is now 30. 

“We’re talking about 
more people having babies 
at that age but also more 
people having to rely on 
third-party reproduction — 
donor egg or donor sperm 
— and in vitro fertilization,” 
she said. 

“Women and men look at 
these movie stars who are in 
their 40s and even their 50s 
and they say, ‘Look at them; 
They’re in good health and 
they’re having kids,’ but 
they don’t realize that those 
movie stars are using donor 
eggs, the eggs of a young 
woman.” 

Fewer than half the 
people surveyed knew that 
a man’s age is also an im¬ 
portant factor in a couple’s 
chances of becoming preg¬ 
nant. Sperm count and mo¬ 
tility decreases with age, 
while the number of abnor¬ 
mal sperm increases. 

So how old is too old? 


It’s not an exact science, 
but Daniluk said a woman’s 
fertility drops dramatically 
after age 37, to just over 10 
per cent per month. There is 
also growing evidence that 
rates of autism, learning 
disabilities and schizophre¬ 
nia increase among babies 
fathered by men over 45.

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Piece of Berlin 
Wall comes down 


Hated symbol. 15 feet 
of concrete removed 
to make way for real 
estate development 


For nearly 30 years, the Ber¬ 
lin Wall was the hated sym¬ 
bol of the division of Europe, 
a grey, concrete mass that 
snaked through neighbour¬ 
hoods, separating families 
and friends. On Wednesday, 
it took hundreds of police to 
guarantee the safe removal 
of less than five metres of 
what’s left of the wall. 

Construction crews, pro¬ 
tected by about 250 police 
officers, hauled down part 
of the 1.3-kilometre strip 
of the wall before dawn to 


provide access to a planned 
luxury apartment complex 
overlooking the Spree River. 

Even though most of 
the strip remains intact, 
the move angered many 
Berliners, who believe that 
developers are sacrificing 
history for profit. 

The site, known as the 
East Side Gallery, has be¬ 
come a major tourist attrac¬ 
tion, painted by 120 artists 
with colorful scenes along 
the grey concrete tiles. 

It is the longest remain¬ 
ing portion of the 155-kilo¬ 
metre wall that surrounded 
Western-occupied West 
Berlin from 1961 until the 
peaceful revolution against 
the communist East Ger¬ 
man government in 1989.

February inflation 
jumps dramatically 


Inflation shock. Hike in 
gasoline prices fuelled 
month-to-month rise 


Consumer prices in Canada 
jumped by a surprisiugly stroug 
1.2 per ceut iu Febmaiy as a big 
hike iu gasoliue helped fuel the 
biggest mouth-to-mouth pop 
iu mflatiou sruce Jauuaiy 1991 
when Ottawa debuted the GST. 

The one-month increase 
lifted the Canadian annual infla¬ 
tion rate by 0.7 point, also to 1.2 
per cent, reversing a trend that 
had reduced annual inflation to 
0.5 per cent in Januaiy, the low¬ 
est in more than three years. 


Economists had expected 
inflation to start edging up, par¬ 
ticularly as gasoline prices were 
known to have risen, but their 
best estimate was for a year- 
to-year increase of 0.8 per cent 
and a month-to-month increase 
of 0.7 per cent. 

Despite the one-month in¬ 
flation shock, analysts said Can¬ 
adians had httle to wony about 
and that the Bank of Canada 
will likely discount the report 
as an anomaly. 

Derek Holt, vice-president 
of economics with Scotia Cap¬ 
ital, noted the steep increase in 
gasoline prices from Januaiy to 
Febmaiy — 8.4 per cent — is 
not being repeated in March.

Retaliation. Second 
instalment of the 
G.l.

Richard: Mark, I enjoyed 
watching GI Joe: Retalia¬ 
tion, but it wasn’t the mov¬ 
ie I thought it would be. It 
was written by the people 
who did Zombieland, so 1 
expected a higher laugh to 
body count ratio. 1 didn’t 
think it would be Zero 
Dark Funny or anything, 
but every now and again 
it would tease me with a 
line like, “They call it a 
water board, but 1 never got 
bored,” that made me wish 
for more belly laughs and 


fewer bullets. What did you 
think? 

Mark: The spirit of Michael 
Bay hangs over this movie 
like a shroud, suffocating 
it with inane plotting, card¬ 
board characters and meth 
lab editing.

RC: This one makes the 
assumption that the audi¬ 
ence has read the comics 
and knows the mythology 
surrounding the Joes (all 
you really need to know 


is that “Joes” rhymes with

guys) and the various 
ninjas. That’s where this 
movie lost me, story wise. 
1 was glad the ninjas were 
there — there’s a wild ninja 
chase in the middle of the 
movie — but their backstory 
muddies things up. Re¬ 
mind me again, is Storm 
Shadow a good guy or a bad 
guy? 

MB: Gouldn’t tell. Same 
with the ninjas. They have 
a great scene on a moun¬ 
tain, though, the best in 
the movie. But otherwise, 
the film just crowds in as 
much action as possible, 
and hopes we’ll find Jona¬ 
than Pryce as dastardly as 
he thinks he is. The rest of 


the cast seems a bit stunned 
by the plot, even The Rock, 
although Bruce Willis is a 
welcome arrival midway 
through. But it’s like put¬ 
ting a fine bearnaise sauce 
on a rancid flank steak. In 
glorious 3D. 

RC: 1 liked it more than you. 
1 was content to sit back and 
watch things explode — the 
little flying bug bombs are 
cool — and watch The Rock 
flex his muscles, but 1 did 
feel the action scenes, while 
plentiful, were shot so that 
it was often difficult to tell 
who was beating the tar out 
of who. 

MB: Me either, but in the 
end, 1 felt the movie was 
beating the tar out of me.

Album 
promotion had 20/20 
vision on how to succeed 


Justin Timberlake’s come¬ 
back album has sold nearly 
one million units its first 
week out. 

Nielsen SoundScan an¬ 
nounced Tuesday that the 
singer’s third album, The 
20/20 Experience, has moved 
968,000 units. It’s the 19th al¬ 
bum in Nielsen’s 22-year his¬ 
tory that has sold more than 
900,000 albums in its debut 
week. 

20/20 is Timberlake’s third 
album and the follow-up to 
his multiplatinum, Grammy- 
winning 2006 album, Futur- 
eSex/LoveSounds. The new 
CD features the pop hit Suit 
& Tie. 

“The numbers are pleas¬ 
antly surprising,” said Tom 
Corson, the president and 
chief operating officer of 
RCA Records, which released 
Timberlake’s album. 

The label had projected 
that 20/20 would sell 500,000 
to 600,000 units, Corson said. 
Timberlake, 31, was strategic 
about promoting his come¬ 
back effort. He performed at 
the Grammy Awards, hosted 
and hit the stage at Saturday 
Night Live and spent an en¬ 
tire week on Late Night with 
Jimmy Fallon. The singer also 
partnered with Target for the 
album’s deluxe edition and 
20/20 streamed on iTunes a 
week before it was released. 

Timberlake came up with 
the idea of a weeklong stint 
himself, Fallon said. 

“1 think he mentioned it to 
me like a year ago that he’s 
working on something and

wanted to do a week on our 
show,” Fallon said Tuesday.

Dido had been planning a 
relatively quick return to 
the spotlight after 2008’s 
Safe Trip Home.

There’s no hunger in Amer- 
ica-5. No unemployment, no 
struggling schools, no div¬ 
isive elections. There’s no 
income inequality because 
there’s no longer a need 
for money, an unnecessary 
distraction when there are 
no wants. Established as an 
underground safe haven after 
a disastrous storm, America-5 
is, on its surface, quite differ¬ 
ent from its predecessor. 

And yet there’s something 
eerily familiar about the 
setting of Ariel Djanikian’s 
novel The Office of Mercy. 

“1 think there’s something 
traditionally, deeply Amer¬ 
ican about the postapocalyp- 
tic book — we’re a forward- 
looking people in general,” 


says Djanikian, a Philadel¬ 
phia native and 2004 Univer¬ 
sity of Pennsylvania graduate 
who now calls North Carolina 
home. “Things change fast 
now, and 1 think there’s a de¬ 
sire to see where we’ll land. 
There’s a lot of historical fic¬ 
tion that’s popular right now 
that seems like the reverse, 
but it’s probably symptom¬ 
atic of the same desire to find 
universal themes — either in 
a past or a future. Putting a 
story in a different time kind 
of quiets the noise and lets 
you look at people and emo¬ 
tions.” 

Like most utopias, Amer- 
ica-5 is not quite the all-inclu¬ 
sive resort it appears to be. As 
an employee of the Office of 
Mercy, 24-year-old Natasha is 
tasked with euthanizing the 
unfortunate nomads who 
roam outside the commun¬ 
ity’s walls — which seems 
compassionate enough until 
she’s sent on an eye-opening 
mission above ground by 
bosses who are clearly not 
familiar with Young Adult 
novels and their feisty hero¬ 
ines.

Although 
Djanikian didn't write 
her novel for a specific 
audience, she's happy to 
be included in the Young 
Adult genre.

There was this 
fear that the computer 
generation wouldn't be 
reading as much, but 
that's just not the case.'' 


she’s imagined, Djanikian 
doesn’t necessarily think hu¬ 
manity is doomed. But she 
does hope readers stop and 
think about what, exactly, 
constitutes a disaster. “1 think 
it’s more the job of a novel to 
say how things could be rath¬ 
er than how things should 
be,” she says. “It’s up to read¬ 
ers what they want to be hor¬ 
rified by and what they don’t 
want to accept.”

Elsewhere he’s played 
heroes (Battle: Los Angel¬ 
es) and love interests (Erin 
Brockovich). Now, in the new 
Olympus Has Fallen, he’s the 



president of the United States. 

Yet, Eckhart latches onto 
Cary Grant, an actor who, 
with a few exceptions, kept 
to a certain (peerless) shtick. 

“1 always feel like he’s 
so good that he’s not re¬ 
garded as an actor,” Eckhart 
explains. “Maybe he didn’t 
have the range that people 
expect a modern actor to 


have. But there’s never been 
anybody like him.” 

Eckhart pines for a rad¬ 
ically different era of screen 
acting. “They had multiple 
partnerships: Cary Grant 
and Katharine Hepburn, 
Katharine Hepburn and 
Spencer Tracy. They got to 
know each other. So they 
were comfortable together. 
In movies today you don’t 
get to know the person 
you’re working with as well 
as you’d like.” 

But today’s actors are 
judged by versatility, forever 
required to stretch their tal¬ 
ents. “The most important 
part about being an actor 
is being truthful. It really 
doesn’t matter what 1 play, 
even if it’s the president,” he 
says. “You want to do differ¬ 
ent things, too. I’ve done big 
and small. I’ve been a pedo¬ 
phile, I’ve been a war hero. 
There’s not much 1 won’t do.”

Game Developer’s 
Conference. The big 
question now is not 
‘What’s next? but 
‘Who cares?’ 


It’s a time of transition for 
the video game industry. 

With last year’s launch of 
the Wii U, the impending ar¬ 
rival of the PlayStation 4 and 
the likelihood of a new Xbox 
on the horizon, the next gen¬ 
eration of video game con¬ 
soles is nearly here. 

However, more than 
half of the attendees at this 
week’s Game Developers 
Conference in San Francisco 
identify themselves as indie 
developers and their next 
creations will be for smart¬ 
phones and tablets. So when 
it comes to the next genera¬ 
tion of consoles, the question 
on their minds doesn’t seem 
to be “What’s next?” but 
rather “Who cares?” 

The schedule for this 
year’s GDC illustrates the 
dramatic changes that are re¬ 
shaping the gaming industry, 
an evolution that’s as much 
about business models as it 
is about pixels. GDC organiz¬ 
ers have added a summit on 
free-to-play games, plan talks 
on topics like crowd funding 
and micro-transactions, and 
are presenting panels with 
such titles as “Making Money 
with Mobile Gaming” and 
“Why Won’t FarmVille Go 
Away?” 

For the past 15 years, the 
Independent Games Festival 
has served as the Sundance 
of GDC, specifically hon¬ 
ouring and highlighting the 
work of indie developers. But 
the lines have increasingly 
blurred between the IGF and

Meggan Scavio, general 
manager of GDC, said 23,000 
attendees are expected at 
this year’s conference, which 
continues through Friday. 


• While an increasing 
number of gamemakers 
are more interested in cre¬ 
ating the next Minecraft 
instead of the next Call of 
Duty, Scavio noted that 
so-called triple-A games 
continue to have a place at 
the conference. 


GDC, the 27-year-old confer¬ 
ence that serves as the lar¬ 
gest gathering of the gaming 
industry in the U.S. outside 
the Electronic Entertainment 
Expo in Los Angeles. 

Simon Carless, executive 
vice-president at UMB Tech, 
which hosts GDC and IGF, 
said 58 per cent of develop¬ 
ers surveyed by organizers 
plan to release their next 
game for tablets and smart¬ 
phones. That’s a big switch 
from 15 years ago when GDC 
was known as CGDC — the 
Computer Game Developers 
Conference. 

“1 think what we’re seeing 
is that there’s many more 
small developers,” said Car¬ 
less. “It’s simply a fact that 
people are more excited by 
platforms where there’s a 
low barrier for entry.”

Hannibal keeps a sense of style to their murders 


New series. Director 
David Slade stays on to 
help create a mood on 
the new series based 
on famous character

The new series Hannibal is the 
brainchild of Heroes writer 
Biyan Fuller, who brings his 
manic energy and dedicated 
vision to the show and has, 
for his director, a man who is 
no stranger to horror: David 
Slade, helmer of the stylized 
vampire classic 30 Days of 
Night. He was brought on to 
direct the pilot but stayed on 
to ensure the style of Han¬ 
nibal remained consistent in 
tone ... and in darkness. 

“The usual process with a 
director on a pilot is that the 
producers hire him, he does 
the job, they kick him out, 
they get a royalty,” Slade told 
us. 

“But here 1 stayed on. They 
brought me in, embraced my

ideas and we created a look 
and a sound and they kept 
me here to maintain it. It’s a 
family and I’m totally dedicat¬ 
ed to this show” 

The Hannibal crew may be 
a family, but it is decidedly not 
a family show Rather, it push¬ 
es the boundaries on just how 
much blood and horror can be 
allowed on American network 
television. Bullets tear flesh, 
blades open wounds, violently 
dispatched bodies in all man¬ 
ner of decay litter morgues 
and in the second episode, 
men and women are buried 
alive, their flesh then used 
to grow edible fungus. It’s a 
nasty piece of work indeed. 
Laurence Fishburne, who stars 
in Hannibal, is no stranger 


to on-screen television gore, 
having served time in the hit 
series CSI, but he insists the 
murders here are even more 
devious. 

“The funny thing about CSI 
was that they were always tiy- 
ing to find interesting, weird, 
unexpected ways in which 
people had died,” he says, 
“and in this show, they have a 
little more license. Now they 
want creative ways in which 
people are murdered. There’s 
a creative flair here. In CSI it 
was all accidents and murder¬ 
ers but this is serial killers, 
every week, people with dra¬ 
matic bravado.” 

With the success of such 
programs as AMC’s The Walk¬ 
ing Dead, HBO’s True Blood 
and Showtime’s Dexter kick¬ 
ing down the gates for what 
sort of visceral violence can 
be shown in prime time tele¬ 
vision, the ample gruesome¬ 
ness in Hannibal might cause 
some alarm in more sensitive 
viewers and will no doubt 
court some controversy. But 
Fishburne is adamant that the 
violence is a necessaiy evil to 
add gravitas to the program’s 
intensity.

Less than a year ago, the Oilers 
out-duelled a tonne of other 
NHL teams to win the services 
of defenceman Justin Schultz. 
Now there’s a new highly cov¬ 
eted free agent on the market 
who plied his trade in college, 
and Edmonton is once again 
looking to score. 

Unlike Schultz, Danny 
DeKeyser was never drafted 
by an NHL team. In three 
years at Western Michigan 
University, however, he began 
to put together a puck-moving 
game that, along with his six- 
foot-three, 198-pound frame, 
made him a very attractive 
target for the pros. 

Once again, no team can 
financially dominate the 
DeKeyser talks — like Schultz, 
they are bound by the entiy- 
level contract boundaries, so 
the negotiations with DeKey¬ 
ser and his agents come down 
to fit. Schultz picked Edmon¬ 
ton because the Oilers were a 
young, promising group that 
could use his skills right away. 
And while the Oilers are still 
young, full of promise and 
aching for a defenceman, 1 
would caution Edmonton fans 
against planning a parade 
route if DeKeyser does come 
to town. 

Simply put, college free 
agents rarely have a lasting 
impact in the NHL these days. 
Sure, this time of year always 
provides intrigue as play¬ 
ers leave their college teams 
looking for a pro contract, 
but check out some of the 
“marquee” names that have 
dominated headlines in the 


past: Matt Gilroy, Stephane 
Da Costa, Christian Hanson 
and Casey Wellman. Gilroy 
was signed by the Rangers in 
2009 and has already been 
moved three times, playing 
for New York twice, with stops 
in Tampa and Ottawa in be¬ 
tween. Hanson and Wellman 
have skated for two organiza¬ 
tions already and Da Costa has 
yet to play a full NHL cam¬ 


paign. He’s the youngest, at 
23, but the others are all in 
their mid- to late-20s already. 
They’re not getting any better. 

Perhaps the most success¬ 
ful college free agent lately 
has been Toronto’s Tyler 
Bozak, nominally the Leafs’ 
top centre, but a second- or 
third-liner if he played else¬ 
where. Bozak has been great 
in the faceofif circle this sea¬ 


son, but is still minus-8 de¬ 
spite putting up 20 points in 
34 games, his best pace since 
his rookie campaign (which 
was split between NHL and 
AHL). 

In the old days, you could 
land a college free agent like 
Adam Oates or Ed Belfour. 
DeKeyser’s getting plenty of 
hype, but can we really expect 
a big impact?

Former Eskimos 
assistant Ron 
Lancaster Jr. dies 

Ron Lancaster Jr., a for¬ 
mer CFL assistant coach 
and the son of Canadian 
Football Hall of Earner 
Ron Lancaster, has died. 

An official with the 
Hamilton Tiger-Cats said 
the younger Lancaster 
was found dead in his 
apartment in Hamilton 
on Tuesday night. 

Neither the cause of 
death nor Lancaster’s 
age were immediately 
available. 

Lancaster Jr. was an 
assistant coach in the CFL 
with Toronto, Edmonton, 
Hamilton and Winnipeg. 

He made five Grey Cup 
appearances, winning 
three, including in 1999 
with Hamilton when 
his father was the club’s 
head coach. 

“The Lancaster name 
has deep roots in our 
league and our thoughts 
are with the entire family 
during this time,” Blue 
Bombers president and 
CEO Garth Buchko said in 
a statement. 

“The entire Tiger-Cats 
organization would like 
to express our sincere 
condolences to the 
Lancaster family,” said 
Hamilton president Scott 
Mitchell. 

The elder Lancaster 
won two Grey Cups as a 
quarterback with Ottawa 
and Saskatchewan before 
claiming two CFL titles 
as a head coach with Ed¬ 
monton and Hamilton. 

The league’s outstand¬ 
ing player in 1970, he 
was inducted into the 
Canadian Football Hall of 
Fame in 1982 and died on 
Sept. 18, 2008, at the age 
of 69.

NHL East's No. 1 seed 
in 2012 now clinging to 
conference's final playoff 
spot with month to go 


About 14 months ago, New 
York Rangers owner James 
Dolan made a rare stop at a 
postgame press conference 
and proclaimed his team fit for 
a championship. 

“1 think we’re pretty close 
to getting that back,” Dolan 
said of the Stanley Cup. 

Get it back? Even with 
some big pieces, the Rangers 
would be happy this season 
just to get back to the play¬ 
offs. The Rangers are closer to 
missing the post-season than 
being anywhere near conten¬ 
tion for a top spot in the East¬ 
ern Conference. Hanging on 
to eighth place by two points 
over the New York Islanders on 
Wednesday, the Rangers start 
the final month of a shortened 
regular season desperately tiy- 
ing not to fall from top seed to 
missing out in one year. 

“1 just think we have good 
people and sooner or later 
they’re going to get out of it,” 
Rangers coach John Tortorella 
said. “It’s kind of in a httle bit 
of a sprint here because we 
don’t have a full season, we 
just have this month here. I 
hope it happens quickly.” 

The Rangers hope Tues¬ 



day’s dominant 5-2 win over 
a Philadelphia team they have 
just owned the last two years 
helps build some steam for a 
playoff push. But it won’t be 
easy. They have road games 
at playoff-bound Ottawa and 
Montreal and then another 
three games before an April 
6 date at Carohna, the only 


team in a six-game stretch not 
currently slotted into a playoff 
spot. 

The Rangers were expected 
to be the class of the East 
after a season in which they 
made the conference finals 
and were the No. 1 seed in the 
conference. Little depth, even 
less chemistry, overhyped for¬ 


wards, and injuries, notably to 
defenceman Marc Staal, have 
left the Rangers (16-13-3; 35 
points) foundering in eighth. 

But there’s plenty of time. 
After all, they just need to 
make the tournament at this 
point. What happens beyond 
that juncture is anyone’s guess.
